The Belfast Turnpike Ordered to be
Built.

The Commissioners of the county, at
their session last week, after a full hearing
of all the objections offered, ordered the
construction of a McAdamized turnpike,
23 feet wide, from Hillsboro, by way of
Berryville, Belfast,, &c, to the Adams
county line, nt the point where tho Hills-lor- o

and Porlsmouts road, or Belfast and
Locust Grove road, crosses said line.
Joshua Gore, Esq. was appointed Engineer
and Superintendent of the work, and Jas.
I!. Herron, John L. Hughes and Jared
Ladd, were appointed, to assess the ex-

pense of construction upon the lands ad-

jacent to the road, in conformitywitii the
provisions of the law. They are to com-

mence their duties on the Uth of October,
nt Hillsboro.

Tho road will he 23 feet wide, and
with stone 12 inches deep in the

centre, and 6 inches at the sides, or with
sravrl 10 inches deep at the centre and 6 at
the sides. The length of the road will be
13 miles, and its estimated cost, including
bridges, is $51,008 about $3,927 per mile.

Wc congratulate the friends of the enter-
prise on their success, and feel assured that
they will be richly rewarded by the advan-
tages they will derive from the road when
completed advantages which the people
